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MINERS' DEMANDS 


In the Hands of the Strike Commission, Being Hade 


Public by President John Mitchell this 


florning. 


Ilazleton, Pa., Nov. 4.—The strike 


commission this morning made public 


President Mitchell's 
report of 
the 


miners' demands. They a/e the same 
as formulated by the Shamokin con- 
vention but each is elaborated by a 
number of statements explaining the 
reason the demand is made and why 
it should be granted. Copies of the 


demand are sent to each of the opera- 
tors who signed the 
commission 


agreement and will be in. their hands 
this morning. They are given, until j 
Saturday next to report to Commis- 
sioner Wright who will be in Wash- 
ington at that time. The individual 
operators will not be sent Mitchell's 
report unless they are to appear and 
give evidence at the sittings of the 
commision. 


The report demands: 
First—An increase of 20 per cent 


upon prices paid in 1901, to employes 
performing contract or piece work. 


The second demand is similar to tlis 


first in that it is designed to increase 
the hourly rate of wages of 
mine 


workers employed by the hour, day 
or week, and all the reasons applicable 
to the first demand arc asked to be 


applied to the second without repeti- 
tion. 


Third—The adoption of a system, 


of which coal shall be weighed and 
paid for by weight wherever practi- 
cable, the minimum rate per ton to 
be GO cents for a legal ton of 2,240 
pounds. The differentials now exist- 
ing at the various mines to be' main- 
tained. 


Fourth—The incorporation, of 
an 


agreement between the United Mine 
Workers of America and the anthra- 
cite coai companies of the 
wages 


which shall be. paid and the condition 
of employment which 
shall 
obtain 


together with satisfactory methods for 
Lhe adjustment of grievances 
which 


may arise from time to time, to the 
end that strikes and lockouts may not 
be necessary. 


The reasons given for the first de- 


mand are that the present wages art 
less than in other employments re- 
quiring the same skill and training; 
the annual 'earnings of miners are in- 
sufficient 
to 
maintain 
Amercian 


standard of living; increased cost of 
living; wages are so low that miners' 
children are forced prematurely into 
the breakers and mills; the average 
earnings in the anthracite fields is 
less than in the bituminous fields.

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OUTLINE OF A NEW GUN 


Designed to Be the Most Pow- 


erful In the World. 


PIEROIHG POWEB TO BE G2EAT. 


Twelve Inch W«epon o£ 


Cnllbcr Being- Unlit l>r Admiral 
O'Ncll That V.'ill Sin-pan* In Cruxli- 
Inn Effect Any Gnn In Existence. 
Improvements In Armor Demanded. 


Not content wjth the powerful orcl- 


Uancc already in use and designed for 
American men-of-war. Rear Admiral 
O'Xeil,. chief of ordnance, is building 
a new gun, which will be superior in 
crushing effect to'any weapon in the 
world, says the Washington Post This 
weapon will have a twelve inch bore 
and will be 45 calibers in length. A 
new eight inch gun of 43 caliber Is also 
in process of construction." These guns 
are the types of weapons which will 
be placed on the latest battleships of 
the navy. 


The twelve inch gua in service is 40 


calibers in length and can send a shell 
at a target at tbe rate of 2,500 feet per 
second. The new gun is expected to 
cover 3,000 feet per second. As a re- 
sult'of this increased velocity the pen- 
etrating power o'f- the projectile will be 
greatly-Jncrcased. 
, 


A gun.of 45 calibers ^111 weigh in the 


neighborhood of fifty-five tons, and 
there is danger that the muzzle will 
droop on account of .lack of support 
This trouble will be obviated by the 
use of'two tubes, one inside of the oth- 
er,, and by .means of hoops, which will 
extend almost to the muzzle of the 
gun. 
The" 'employment of two tubes 


instead of a single tube would appar- 
ently double the strength of the weap- 
on, but this is not the case, though a 
substantial increase of power is ob- 
tained. 


It ij expe_cted that the gun will be 


strong enough to stand pressures re* 
suiting from the discharge of powder 
of sevenfeen""tons. *The pressure now 
fixed for twelve inch guns is sixteen 
tons. With uncapped armor piercing 
projectiles the present twelve inch guii 
can perforate a Krupp plate 15.68 
inches in thickness a mile and a quar- 
ter away. With a capped projectile a 
plate more than sixteen inches in thick- 
ness can be perforated at the same dis- 
tance. With the proposed twelve inch 
gun plates of even greater thickness 
Will not be able to resist the projectiles 
it discharges against them. 


The new eight inch gun will also 


have a double tube and will be hooped 
to the end. It will be 45 calibers and 
give 3,000 feet velocity. Its penetrat- 
ing powers will lie greater than those 
of the present gun. 
'The improvement of the gun will 
cause the navy department to demand 
better armor of the armor manufac- 
turers. At the present time the armor 
manufacturers furnish plates for test 
which are passed provided they with- 
stand the impact of three uncapped 
armor piercing projectiles of a caliber 
proportionate to the thickness of the 
target 


In tbe specifications for-#he armor of 


the" projected battleships and armored 
cruisers, the navy department will in- 
sist that the armor be required to with- 
stand without cracking the impact of 
three capped armor pierci;:g projectiles. 
The caps placed on projectiles are of 
soft steel, which fuzes when the target 
is struck, and acts as a lubricant They 
are in use in foreign service and will 
be employed by the next enemy of the 
United States. With capped projectiles 
an increased thickness of from 15 to 
20 p«r ceut of armor may be perforated. 
It is.therefore desk-able that the United 
States should protect its vessels with 
ormor capable of turning capped as 
well as uncapped shells. 


FEATURES OF NEW CRUISERS 


Officials Believe Tlicr Will Surpass 


Any Vessels of Their Class. 


Now that the controversy over plans 


for the new armored cruisers Tennes- 
see and Washington has been settled it 
Is generally conceded Jhat they will be 
the finest vessels of their class in the 
world, says the Washington 
corre- 


spondent of the New York Herald. The 
board of construction recently com- 
pleted the specifications. The vessels 
will have a trial displacement of 14,- 
500 tons and a speed of twenty-five 
knots, with 2G.OOO horsepower. If they 
fall below 21.3 knots per hour on tbe 
trial, they may be rejected, and the 
builders must forfeit for failure at the 
rare of $50.000 for the first quarter of 
a knot below twenty-two and $100.000 
for the second quarter knot below that

THE CONDITIONS 


IN GUATEMALA. 


Coffee Grower's Views of Ex- 


tent of Volcanic Disaster. 


BEOP IN DAffGEB PEOM THE ASHES 


Says Coffee Trees Are Very 


Delicate nnd Presence of Large 
Qnantlties of' Forclsrn Snbstnnce 
Al>biit Them Is Apt to Kill Them. 
Cnpltnl Affected. 


A coffee grower who returned a few 


days ago from Guatemala, the scene 
of the recent volcanic disaster, said 
the other night to a reporter of ,the 
New York Times: 


"The department of Tumbador, which 


is mentioned in the dispatches as be- 
ing in the zone of the volcanic erup- 
tions, gets Its name from a peculiar 
rumbling in the earth, caused, it is 
supposed, by a subterranean volcano. 
Tumbador means "the 
Thunderer." 


The center of the department is about 
forty miles from the Pacific ocean, in 
the mountains, as the land rises from 
the sea as far as Quezaltenango, which 
is about 100 miles from the coast. Last 
summer Quezaltenango suffered a se- 
vere earthquake, which partially de- 
stroyed the town. The city is located 
in what is supposed to be the crater of 
an extinct volcano and is at an eleva- 
tion of about 7,000 or 8,000 feet 


"Santa Maria, which is reported as 


having been in eruption, is not far 
away. Another volcano towers above 
the town itself, but that has been ex- 
tinct for many years. It is probably 
10,000 feet in height. The departments 
of Quezaltenango and Tumbador are 
among the richest coffee growing sec- 
tions in the state. The coffee is said 
to grow best at an elevation of from 
2,000 to 4,000 feet, so that those de- 
partments are admirably suited for the 
purpose of coffee growing, and the cof- 
fee produced there is recognized in for- 
eign markets as being some of the fin- 
est in t!ie world. 


"The Germans have invested heavily 


all through Guatemala, and particular- 
ly in the section reported to have been 
devastated by the eruption of the vol- 
cano. Mortgages are held by German 
firms on most of the plantations, or 
fincas. Earthquakes in that part' of 
the country are frequent, but until last 
summer they had not caused "destruc- 
tion for many years. 
Some of the 


fincas are owned by Americans, who 
have gone down there, cleaned out the 
virgin forest and planted the land with 
coffee. Two brothers-in-law of Charle- 
magne Tower have or had a planta- 
tion in the department of Tumbador. 
Alexander Nowcll of San Francisco, 
who went to Guatemala from South 
Carolina about twenty years ago, had 
a plantation in that section for which 
he was offered §200,000 in gold a few 
years ago by a German firm, but he 
refused the offer, and, if reports are 
true, his plantation has been entirely 
mined along with tbe others. It is un- 
fortunate that the harvesting of the 
coffee is just ending at the present 
time, so that the crop has undoubtedly 
been greatly injured by ashes falling 
from the volcano. 


"Coffee berries are very easily shaken 


from the trees when they are ripe, and 
once on the ground no attempt is made 
to pick them np, so that undoubtedly 
the loss in that regard will be irre- 
trievable. 
Just around the city, of 


Quezaltenango there is little coffee 
grown, as the elevation is too great 
and it. Is too cold, but in Tumbador 
there is little else grown, nearly all the 
lands being coffee fincas. What would 
make the situation worse is that coffee 
trees are extremely delicate, and the 
presence of a foreign substance in 
large quantities about them is apt to 
kill them. They require much atten- 
tion In the way of fertilization. Some 
years ago a volcano which was said to 
have been in an entirely different part 
of the country, away from the depart- 
ment of Tumbador, became active. The 
leaves of the coffee trees were covered 
with the ashes, even at that distance, 
and the crop was badly damaged, 
though not entirely ruined. When it !s 
considered that Santa Maria is a com- 
paratively short distance away, an idea 
of the havoc wrought at the city of 
Qaczaltenango can be gained. 


"At this time of year, just at the 


close of the rainy season, roads are al- 
most impassable The residents must 
have had little opportunity of saving 
their household goods or personal be- 
longings, as it is almost impossible tc 
transport goods except on mule back 
and little can be carried in that man 
ner. 


"The nearest port on the Pacific tc 


Tnmbador and Qnezaltcnango is Ocos. 
which Is fifteen or twenty miles from 
tlie Mexican frontier." It is there that 
the Pacific Mail steamships touch going 
and coming about every ten days. This 
Js merely a little town on a sandspit 
wSt'j 400 or 590 inhabitant and con- 
taining only a few frame residences. 
Tbe Uniiel States consular agent there 
is Sam^i^olford. and his wife 5s a 


woman. 
Tbe town «n- 


suffered severely, as it is lo- 


cated jttst at Ihe foot of tlie slope of 
the mountain, rhamperico 5s another 
port of Guatc-maJa. al/out twenty miles 
farther down__the coart. Much coffee 
Is shipped fr*'m tlioM? ports. 


"Tb«* P.riti«li conMilflr a sent at Qne-

Pingpong 
Euchre 
Combines 


Two Popular Pastimes.

Pingpong euchne, a novel game in- 


vented by 
William A. Phillips of 


Brooklyn, was Inaugurated the other 
night at a reception given at the Hotel 
St. George, says the Brooklyn Citi- 
zen. 
Many guests engaged in the 


game or witnessed it, and u large num- 
ber of prizes rewarded the winners. 
About 2oO persons played, four at each 
table, which was covered with green 
baize. Two green sticks were placed 
at opposite corners, between which a 
net was extended. On one stick rested 
a pingpong bat and on the other some- 
times an English flag and at other 
times an American Hag. The greatest 
interest was manifested from first to 
lest in the proceedings. 


Pingpong euchre is played the same 


as ordinary euchre, with the exception 
of the moving and 
counting. 
Ten 


games, called a set, are played on ta- 
bles, hereafter to be known by the 
name of courts. Each court is defend- 
ed by four players, who play us part- 
ners for the defense of that court, to 
which they are assigned during the en- 
tire set. 


The tables are arranged in sections, 


designated as American and English 
pingpong courts. The moving or pro- 
gressing is done from the American to 
the English sections nnd vice versa, ac- 
cording to the directions on the card 
laid down by the referee before each 
game. 


The moving of the visiting couple- 


that is, the couple who are to visit a 
foreign court—takes place at the sound 
of a whistle. The visiting couples take 
tbe cards with them, and when all vis- 
iting couples have reached their desti- 
nations play begins at the sound of a 
bell and stops immediately at the 
sound of a whistle. 


The counting of each court is done 


by the use of a pingpon? ball, hung on 
the net of each court by the referee 
during the progress of the game. The 
individual counting is done by the 
punching of the tallies at the end of 
the game. The winning couple are en- 
titled to the ball and after having 
their tallies punched they return to 
their home court at the sound of a 
whistle and hang the ball on tbe net 
of their court This ball scores for tbe 
entire table or court. 


The following are the rules: First, 


six minute games; second, lone hands 
count two; third, if you order your 
partner up. you play it alone; fourth, 
no assisting: fifth, stop playing imme- 
diately at the sound of the bell; sixth, 
the player having the highest number 
of points wins. 
Each player in the 


court having the highest number of 
pingpong balls on its net is entitled to 
a prize, drawn for in the order of the 
highest number of punches on the tal- 
lies.

Death Valley 


[Special Correspondence.] 
AGCSETT, Cal., Oct. 2>.-At last 


Death valley is to become a 
center of population. 
What 


has been so long prophesied 


has actually arrived, a rush into the 
famous region by men who have made 
up their minds to wrest a fortune from 
the gold, niter and borax mines of the 
valley or lose their lives in the attempt. 


Already several prospectors liave lo- 


cated claims after a journey that was 
perilous in the extreme, and hundreds 
more are now awaiting an opportunity 
to enter the valley under conditions 
that will give them more than a fight- 
ing chance for success. The trouble is 
that many are at present unable to ob- 
tain transport for the supplies neces- 
sary to carry them across the hideous 
waste of land. 


The first man to locate niter claims 


hails from Oakland, and the story of 
his undertaking is of more than pass- 
ing interest, lie arrived at Berate 
about a month ago with $200 in his 
pocket 
Learning that Borax King 


Smith was fitting out an expedition to 
enter the valley and stake out niter 
beds, this man bought a wagon, horses 
and supplies, spending almost every 
dollar he had, and started for the val- 
ley a day in advance of Smith's party. 
The race that followed was exceeding- 
ly close, but the man from Oakland 
won out, securing the choicest claims 
in the niter district. 


These claims cover land 6,000 feet in 


length and 800 feet in width. It is safe 
to say that thoy are worth millions, 
for they have been the object of the 
expeditions which Smith and Lord 
Humphreys sent into the valley during 
recent years at an enormous cost. 


According to projectors who have 


some knov.lctlg:- of the valley, there 
is room for hundreds of locations in. 
the river bods. 
This is what has 


aroused the interest of the miners. Al- 
most every town is taking on an un- 
wonted aspect of prosperity. 
The ad- 


venturers will have to enter the val- 
ley from one of four towns, Daggett, 
Ballarnt, Manvel and Pahrnmp, and 
each of these is experiencing a boom, 
owing to the sudden increase in popu- 
lation. Everybody is talking niter, and 
enthusiasm is rampant, despite the re- 
alizatiou of the perils that will con- 
front the "rushers'* into the valley. 


These perils will be best understood 


by quoting from an old prospector 
who has had an intimate knowledge 
for the past fifteen years of tiie condi- 
tions prevailing along .the ,route . tjj» 
the niter fields. He says: 


"At one spot on the route the niter 


seekers must descend to a depth of 
030 feet below the level of the sea. 
This spot is a perfect horror hole. The 
heat of the sun beats ceaselessly down 
upon it, and there is no breeze to dis- 
turb it 
The temperature at noonday 


in the winter in this place rises to 130 
deia'ccs F. 
In the summer time it 


must approach 200 degrees, but no rec- 
ords have ever been made at that 
time. The niter is found twelve miles 
from Resting Springs and thirty-five 
miles from the Devil's Playground. 
The place where the beds are located 
is perfectly waterless." 


Not a pleasant picture, truly, but one 


that does not seem to daunt a single 
fortune hunter. There is a ray of hope 
for them, and in this ray they task 
serenely. In the heart of the valley is 
n ranch, owned by a man named 
Vv'liitc, and this ranch is a perfect

T. JOSEPH, Mo.;Nov. 4.—About 


a; hundred miles above this 
city, in AtebiSon county, the 
far northwestern corner of the 


Btate, there is one of the largest corn 
find stock farms in the world. 


This is the farm of David Rankin. 


It embraces about 23,000 acres, all 
of which are ti.led under his personal 
supervision. About three-fifths of this 
area is devoted to corn, the balance 
being mainly in pastures and meadows 
for. grazing stock and raising hay. 
Crops are rotated, so that the laud is 
kept in a high state of cultivation, j 
his cornfields Mr. Kankin raises about 
. 400,000 bushels a year, but that is only 
about "half as much as he needs to feed 
' his cattle. 


He buys all the corn his neighbors 


will sell him and then goes to the mar- 
ket" for it. 
One year he purchased 


438,000 bushels of corn. He is the lar- 
gest cattle shipper who feeds his own 
stock* and it takes a let of corn to live 
up to that distinction. At times from 
3,000 to 8,000 bushels of corn are fed a 
day. 
"" 
. 
' 


, It takes 25,000 bushels of corn for 
seed. On one acre he raises as much as 
140 bushels of. as fine corn as is raised 
anywhere in the United States. "Thou 
shalt not sell corn" is the command- 
|i ment which is always remerrbered on 


the Rankiu farm, and, thougii he has 
raised millions of bushels and bought 
almost as much more, Mr. Rankin has 
never sold an ear of corn. He recog- 
nizes the double profit of feeding it on 
his own premises, and that is one of 
the reasons why he is now a million- 
aire and the Napoleon of Missouri 
farmers. 


'The Rankin farm is separated into 


fourteen divisions, or ranches, of from 
640 to 4,000 acres, over each of which 
is a foreman. These are like the heads 
of departments hi a great mercantile 
or manufacturing establishment They 
have charge of the employees on the 
respective ranches. They are educated 
and capable men, and they receive 
from $50 a month to §1,000 a year. One 
of them was formerly a bank clerk. 
iJJnder their direction are 200 employ- 
ees, who are paid from §25 to §30 a 
mouth and "found." 
' -On the fourteen ranches are about 
thirty-five houses. On each there is a 
good house for the foreman and his 
family and a large house where the 
employees are boarded by the wife-of 
one of them, who is paid $2.50 a week 
for each man by Mr. Rankin. 


The "home ranch" is located on 


three sides of Tarkio, a thrifty village

of 2,000 people, \vitb wide streets, ele- 
gant residences and fine churches and 
schools. 
Here is located Tarkio col- 


lege, whose existence is mainly due to 
the benevolence of Mr. Rnnkin. 


It was while standing upon an eleva- 


tion overlooking the Tarkio river, now 
the site of Tarkio college, that thirty 
years ago Mr. Rankin picked out a 
large portion of the land that now 
comprises his immense farm. 
He 


bought all the land he could then get 
for $8 an acre. He has acquired much 
more since then, but be had to pay a 
higher price. 


It requires 700 teams to do the work 


on this twenty-three thousand acre 
farm. 
Mr. Eankin bas a liking for 


the Missouri mule, and most of his 
work teams are mules, though he bas 
some fine horses. About S3.000 a year 
is spent for chain harness. There 
Is not an all leather baroess ou the 
Rankin farm. 


The farm is supplied witli water 


from artesian wells and ordinary wells 
•wiJli windmills. Every y<>ar Mr. Ran- 
kin feeds "from S.OOO to 30.000 head of 
cattle on the farm and twice or thicc 
times as many nogs. Many of the cat- 
tle arc bought and* fed and sold again, 
but all tl:e hops are raised on *5:e farm. 
Tbe sales of hogs amount to $80,000 a 
year. 


Mr. Rankin is about sixty years of 


age and, while he requires his men to 
•work l>at ten hours a day. usually 
works sixteen hours a day himself. 
He started his career with a fifty-two ! 
dollar colt wbich bis f.itli'.-r bad given 
him. 
He first swapped the. c«3t for 


calves and then traded t3irm fora pair 
of steers, with whii-n he tilled nn 
eighty aero farm •which b« bt'iicht on 
credit. From this mod^t !w*eiinm;t; ho 
has l>eco:j:e tb« Napoleon of ncrrk-ul- j 
ttire and the largest individual fanner • 
la the Trorld.

a large mobile force. Tbe harbor is 
too shallow to float the deep draft ves- 
sels, and to dredge out an area suffi- 
cient for a formidable fleet would be 
extremely costly and require a. long 
period of tiiae. 


So the little island of Culebra has 


been chosen, not merely as the base 
of the mimic naval war soon to be 
fought in these waters, but as a per- 
manent station, from which will be di- 
rected the future operations of the 
United States navy in the West Indies. 
Culebra is tbe easternmost point of 
our possessions in the Antilles, and 
since we are not to get possession, for 
the present at least, of the Danish 
West Indies, still farther east, it is of 
great strategical value and importance 
to the United States. 


Culebra is one of several small is- 


lands off the eastern coast of Porto 
Rico which we acquired from Spain 
when that island was ceded to us by 
the treaty of Paris. The largest of this 
;roup of islands is Vieques, or Crab is- 
land, five miles from Porto Rico and 
eight miles from Culebra. It has a 
length from east to west of 21 miles, 
with a width of 0 miles, and forms the 
southern boundary of Vieques sound. 


Culebra is only about half the size of 


Vieques island, but has been given the 
preference as a naval base on account 
of Its fine harbor. Great harbor, on the 
southern shore, is for its size a splen- 
did sheet of water and if only larger 
would make an ideal rendezvous. Its 
area available for deep draft ships is 
about a mile and a quarter long by 
half a mile wide. Over this area it 
has a depth of from thirty-six to forty- 
two feet. It is practically landlocked, 
and as the only opening is from the 
south it is well protected from the 
northeast trade winds, which at cer- 
tain seasons of the year blow with 
considerable force in this part of the 
West Indies. 


As a regular naval station Culebra is 


stll.1 in the embryonic stage, but much 
is being done to put it in good shape. 
The naval appropriation bill passed at 
the last session of congress contained 
an item of $5.000 for the construction 
of temporary barracks in which to 
house the marine guard stationed on 
the island. These barracks are nov.- oc- 
cupied by a force of 430 marines. 


Tbe disadvantages which ordinarily 


attach to the use for a naval base of a 
small island incapable of 
furnishing 


thi necessary supplies are minimized 
and compensated for ;n the case of Cu- 
l"bra. They nre minimized by liie fact 
that its connections with Porto Rico 
are much closer than a mere si.'iU-ment 
of the distance separating the two 
would indicate. They are compensated 
for by virtue of it* s«i»-rb position 
commanding the Virgin passage, th" 
jr'iod bar!»or it offers to a modern sized

with Us base at Cult-lira Island. While 
the luiiuc'iliiitu existing cause for the 
creation of the Caribbean division of 
the north Atlantic squadron, under 
command of Admiral Coghlau, may be 
the disquieting conditions in Colombia, 
Venezuela and Haiti, it is apparent 
that the government's policy contem- 
plates a thorough preparation for fu- 
ture events in the Antilles. 


A glance at the inap shows the nau- 


tical importance of Culebra. The prin- 
cipal route from Kurope to the isthmus 
of Panama and consequently to the 
Isthmian canal lies through the Virgin . 
passage between Cult-bra on the one 
hand and St. Thomas on the other. It 
is for the control of this passage thai 
the Danish West Indies would be of es- 
pecial value to the United States, but 
as Denmark is not a great naval power 
and is not likely to maintain there any 
considerable naval establishment, and 
as we would not permit the islands tc 
pass into the possession of any othei 
European power, the refusal of the 
Danes to soil them to us is not likely 
to cause us any embarrassment. 


Without posing as an alarmist, it i» 


not impertinent to mention some tend* 
encies which might make the Carib 
bean sea the scene of a great interna 
tional naval drama, and it is well foi 
the United States to be prepared foi 
any emergency. Great Britain has late- 
ly been displaying great activity in 
strengthening her AVcst Indian fortifi 
cations, and it is at least prudent thai 
we should match every step o" tbaj 
country in this direction despite th« 
cordiality of our relations at the pres 
ent time. 


Thus the coming naval maneuvers 


will be among the most important and 
significant of any ever undertaken bj 
the United Status navy. The firsi 
phase of these maneuvers will be wha* 
is technically known as the "searcl 
problem," in which the combined Eu 
ropean and south Atlantic squadrons 
with Rear Admiral Sumner as com 
inander in chief and Rear Admira 
Crowuinshield as second in command 
will represent an enemy aiming t* 
strike at the Atlantic coast of the Unit 
eel States, which will be defended bj 
the north Atlantic squadron, undo, 
command of Rear Admiral Higginson. 


The search problem will begin or- 


Dec. 5 anil end on .Dec. ,10. It will, b^ 
carried out under the supervision c* 
Admiral Dewcy. with Rear Admiral 
Henry C. Taylor, chief of the bureau 
of navigation and senior member of the 
general boawl, as chief of staff and 
Captain William Swift, Commander 
Pillsbury and Commander Nathan Sar- 
gent as aids. Before tbe problem be- 
gins each fleet will have a chance for 
preparation. The European and south 
Atlantic squadrons will lie at Trini- 
dad from Nov. 25 to Dec. 5, when they 
will sail. The north Atlantic squadron 
v/ill be at Culebra or disposed for de- 
fense during the same period. 


Upon the conclusion of the search 


problem Admiral Dewey will issue a 
general order dividing the fleet into 
squadrons and divisions, the latter be- 
ing smaller than squadrons, and as- 
signing 
Rear Admirals 
Higginson, 


Sumuer and Crowninsbield to com- 
mands in accordance with their rank. 
Rear Admiral Coghlan will remain in 
command of the base at Culebra.
